This trophy was donated by Sir H. Montague Allan, C.V.O., and 
became the symbol of senior amateur supremacy in Canada, after 
the Stanley Cup had become accepted as the championship trophy 
of professional clubs. In pre-great-war years the holders of the 
Allan Cup were decided on the result of games played between the 
holders of the cup and clubs who challenged them. When too many 
clubs began to challenge, then regular country-wide eliminations 
were commenced, with the final series played between the cham- 
pions of Eastern and Western Canada. Since 1908 the Eastern 
champions have won the cup on 22 occasions, with the West

Since the Alberta Amateur Hockey Association was founded 
some 41 years ago, to be exact it was November 29th, 1907, and the 
spot Red Deer, our Association has made steady progress despite the 
fact we have been interrupted by the first and second world wars.

The Alberta Amateur Hockey Association believes that Canada’s 
game of ice hockey is the fastest and most thrilling game played 
today and is the game best suited for the development of a splendid 
physique, for the training of the rapid and accurate co-ordination 
of muscles, for quick thinking, for abounding health and spirits 
and for the development of the spirit of true sportsmanship, whieh 
is such a large factor in making life worth living. 

Holding these ideas as to the value and excellence of this game 
our objects then are as follows: First, to so organize our province. 
that ultimately it will be possible for every boy from the age of 
twelve upward to have a chance to learn and play this wonderful 
game. Second, to furnish opportunities for boys who become pro- 
ficient in the playing of minor hockey, to play junior A, or senior, 
and ultimately if they so desire, to make a career in hockey, playing 
or coaching. Third, through fostering this national Canadian game, 
to render a great service to our province and nation in helping to 
improve the standard of national health and as a by-product, furnish 
a healthful, wholesome entertainment for our people. .

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HOCKEY IN SOUTHERN ALBERTA

Hockey is booming in southern Alberta! 

Since the war, Canada’s national game has made tremendous 
progress in the south country and in Lethbridge, there is more 
interest than has been shown in the past decade. 

Senior hockey returned to Lethbridge three years ago and 
although the Lethbridge Maple Leafs have failed to win an Allan 
Cup or even a Western Canada Senior League crown in those three 
years, fan interest has never been higher. 

While the senior Leafs are swelling the popularity of the game, 
the Lethbridge Native Sons juniors brought honor and glory to the 
thriving southern Alberta city when they rolled to the Western 
Canada junior finals last spring only to lose out to Port Arthur

This year the Native Sons are entered in the six-team Western 
Canada Junior League and old-timers are scratching their heads, 
trying to recall the day when a city of a little over 17,000 people 
had two teams, a senior and junior, both entered in two of the best 
leagues in Canada. 


The Native Son name was carried to many dizzy heights last 
year by the juniors, but in the meantime the juvenile club kept tie 
name before the public when they captured the Alberta champion- 
ship, second such chown to be won by a Native Son club. 


Although Medicine Hat has not progressed as fast in hockey 
circles in the last three or four years as Lethbridge, the good people 
of the Gas City are giving their junior Tigers, another southern 
Alberta entry in the newly-formed junior circuit, whole-hearted 
support and with Joe Fisher, ex-Detroit Red Wing, Lethbridge Maple 
Leaf and Regina Cap star, handling the coaching reins, the most 
successful season in Medicine Hat hockey history is forecast. 


While Lethbridge and Medicine Hat are enjoying a hockey boom, 
the Crow’s Nest Pass, where many a championship team has been 
formed, is on the move. The busy fans in Bellevue put their heads 
together a little over a year ago and succeeded in obtaining an 
artificial ice plant, the first ever installed in any ’Pass community. 

With the new ice plant came the formation of the Bellevue 
Lions. This team entered the southern Alberta Junior League last 
winter and this year they are third southern Alberta club entered 
in the Western Canada Junior circuit. This is quite a remarkable 
feat considering the fact that Bellevue’s population is just 1,800. 

Intermediate teams have made big strides since 1945 and last 
year Coleman, Blairmore and Shaughnessy comprised an Inter- 
Provincial loop with teams from Fernie, Cranbrook and Kimberley 
B.C. This was the first such venture ever attempted and fans 
through the C.N.P. and B.C. were provided with top-notch hockey 
all winter long. | | 

There are more midget and juvenile teams playing organized 
hockey in southern points this year than ever before. Leagues have 
sprung up all over the district and practically every town has some 
team performing in a league. | р Р | 

Hockey is moving along in the right direction in Claresholm 
and Taber, two of southern Alberta’s wealthiest towns. Officials 
in Lethbridge figure that top-flight junior “A” clubs will be operat, 
ing in both these busy little communities in the none too distant 
future. 

With Lethbridge leading the way, southern Alberta’s hockey 
future looks extremely bright. In fact, during the year round hockey 
is practically an everyday word on the lips of sport fans in Alberta’s 
south country. 
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THE INTERNATIONAL ICE HOCKEY FEDERATION

The days when Canada had a monopoly of ice hockey are gone 
by. There are the pro clubs dotting the United States. There are the 
clubs of the A.H.A. of the U.S. and of the B.I.H.A. In Europe there 
are thousands playing the Canadian game—an estimated 18,000 
Czechs, for instance, and about 18,000 Swedes and 6,000 Swiss. | 

_ It is this expansion of ice hockey that makes a world organiza- 
tion essential, particularly for Canada, the chief exporter of hockey 
players. The LI.H.F., as revamped and revivified in the past two 
years, is this world organization. Its member organizations are the 
C.A.H.A., the A.H.A.U.S., the B.LH.A. and, with the exception of 
Russia, every country in Europe where ice hockey is played. It even 
includes Australia and South Africa and it has in all twenty members. 
According to its constitution, as revised at Zurich this past August, 
it is divided, for all practical purposes into the European and North 
American sections. Each of these sections handles its own local 
affairs and settles its own local disputes. This means that there 1s 
and will be no interference by Europe in hockey matters on this 
continent. The LI.H.F. also recognizes and enforces the agreements 
made between the C.A.H.A. and the A.H.A.U.S. and the B.LH.A. 
These agreements have particular reference to the transfer of 
players. In actual practice no C.A.H.A. player will be transferred 
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to the British Isles or to Europe without the consent of the C.A.H.A, 
In addition, no C.A.H.A. club is required to transfer more than a 
total of two players to other countries without the consent of the 
club. Furthermore, since the North American Division of the I.I.H.F. 
—which means, in effect, the C. A.H.A. and the A.H.A.U.S.—has a 
long-term agreement with the N.H.L. and the other professional 
leagues, if a player is suspended by any hockey organization, he is 
automatically suspended from all organized hockey, professional and 
non-professional. 

These are a few of the points on which the final imprimatur 
was put at the Zurich meeting. There is, however, more to the picture 
than control and co-ordination. Hockey has definitely become an 
international sport and it is no accident that several clubs composed 
of native-born European players gave Canada's Olympic champions, 
the R.C.A.F. Flyers, a hard battle. 

This is all to the good. It is also all to the good that the men 
administering European hockey are of high calibre. What we do 
not, perhaps, realize fully is the respect European hockey has for 
the C.A.H.A. as the originator of the game. This respect has, of 
course, been heightened in recent years by both the conduct of the 
R.C.A.F. Flyers who, on and off the ice, showed themselves first- 
class *ambassadors of Canada” and by the ability of Mr. Dowell, 
Mr. Dudley and Mr. Pickard. Mr. Dowell set the ball rolling at 
Prague. Mr. Dudley, by his conduct during the Olympic hockey 
squabble last winter at St. Moritz, won high plaudits. At Zurich, to 
make a personal observation, Mr. Pickard did a splendid job aS 
the C.A.H.A. and impressed all the European delegates by his 
straight-forwardness and his ability. 

. "The reputation of the C.A.H.A. then, stands high in the I.LH.F 
It is, for example, written into the LI.H.F. minutes that it has 
adopted the C.A.H.A. rules of the game in their entirety and into 
its constitution that the C.A.H.A. and A.H.A.U.S. definitions of an 
amateur will be accepted for all European and World’s Champion- 
ships. 

р These last two points are indicative of the leading position of 
the C.A.H.A. in the LI.H.F. Such a position brings responsibility 
As has been suggested, in these modern days no hockey organization 
can any longer live to itself alone and, if a world hockey organization 
did not exist, it would be necessary to create one.

To keep the LI.H.F. the ae 
ordinator it ought to be, it would seem that the C.A.H.A. must 
continue to do its part in ensuring a free interchange of teams and 
personalities between the two continents of which the LI.H.F. is 
composed. In so doing, the C.A.H.A. will on the one hand protect 
its own interests and on the other promote the further development 
of world hockey.

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RULES GOVERNING THE GAME OF ICE HOCKEY 
Adopted by C.A.H.A. — N.H.L. Joint Meeting June 6, 1948 


SECTION ONE — THE RINK 


Rule 1. Rink 


The game of “Ice Hockey” shall be played on an ice surface 
known as a “Rink.” 


Rule 2. Dimensions of Rink 


(a) As nearly as possible the size of the rink shall be two hundred 
feet long and eighty-five feet wide and shall be surrounded by 
a wooden wall or fence not more than four feet and not less 
di utes feet four inches in height, measured from the surface 
о е 1се. 


(b) The fence, referred to as the “Boards,” shall be constructed im 
such manner that its surface facing the ice shall be free of any 
obstruction or any object that may cause injury to players, and 
shall be of uniform color, preferably white. 


Rule 3. Goal Posts and Nets 


(a) Ten feet from each end of the rink and in the centre of a red 
line two inches wide, drawn completely across the width of the 
ice and continued vertically up the side boards, regulation goal 
posts and nets shall be set in such manner as to remain station- 
ary during the progress of a game. 

(b) The goal posts shall be two inches in diameter (outside measure- 
ment) of approved design and material, extending vertically 
four feet above the surface of the ice and set six feet apart 
measured from the inside of the posts. A cross bar of the same 
material as the goal posts shall extend from the top of one 
post to the top of the other. 

(c) A net of approved design and material shall be attached to 

oal. 
= (Note) For C.A.H.A. games the “Art Ross” net may be used. 

(d) Goal posts, cross bars and framework necessary for Support 
of the nets shall be painted entirely in red. 

(e) The red line, two inches wide, between the goal posts on the 
ice and extended completely across the rink, shall be known 
as the “GOAL LINE.” 


Rule 4. Goal Crease 

(a) In front of each goal a “GOAL CREASE” area shall be marked 
by a red line two inches in width. 

(b) The goal crease shall be laid out as follows: Six inches from 
the outside of each goal post, lines three feet in length and twa 
inches in width shall be drawn at right angles to the goal line 
and the points of these lines farthest from the goal line shal] 
be joined by another line, two inches in width.

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Rule 5. Division of Ice Surface 

(a) On all surfaces 200 feet or more in length, lines 12 inches in 
width and blue in color shall be drawn 60 feet from each goal 
line and extended completely across the rink, parallel to each 
goal line and vertically up each side board. 

On ice surfaces less than 200 feet in length these blue lines 
shall divide the surface into three equal sections between the 
goal lines. 

(b) That portion of the ice surface in which the goal is situated 
shall be called the “DEFENDING ZONE” of the team defending 
the goal; the central portion shall be known as the “NEUTRAL 
ZONE,” and the portion farthest from the defended goal as 
the “ATTACKING ZONE.” 

(c) There shall also be a line, twelve inches in width, and red in 
color, drawn completely across the rink in centre ice, parallel 
with the goal lines and continued vertically up the side of the 
boards, this line shall be known as the “CENTRE LINE.” 


Rule 6. Centre Ice Spot and Circle 


A circular blue spot, twelve inches in diameter, shall be marked 
exactly in the centre of the rink; and with this spot as centre, à 
circle of ten feet radius shall be marked with a blue line, two inches 
in width. 

Rule 7. à Face-Off Spots in Neutral Zone 


Three spots, twelve inches in diameter, shall be marked on the 
ice in the Neutral zone five feet from each blue line, and shall 
divide the width of the rink into four equal parts. 


Rule 8. End Face-Off Spots and Circles Е 

(a) Midway between each goal post and the nearest side of the rink, 
and fifteen feet out from the goal line. circular red spots, twelve 
inches in diameter, shall be marked on the ice. 2 

(b) Each of these spots shall be the centre of a circle of ten feet 
radius, marked in red, and two inches in width. 


Rule 9. Players’ Benches 

(a) Each rink shall be provided with seats or a bench for the use 
of each team, to be known as the “Players’ Benches.” Such 
benches shall have accommodation for at least fourteen persons, 
and shall be placed immediately alongside the ice in the neutral 
zone, as near to the centre of the rink as possible and con- 
venient to the dressing rooms. 

(Note) This rule does not apply to outdoor rinks. : 

(b) None but players in uniform, Managers, Coaches and Trainers 

shall be permitted to occupy benches so provided. 


Rule 10. Penalty Bench 


Each rink must be provided with seats or a bench to be known 
as the *Penalty Bench," capable of seating eight persons, for the 
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use of penalized players. Penalty Timekeeper, Game Timekeeper and 
Official Scorer; such seats or bench must be a substantial distance 
from the Players’ seats or benches. 

(Note) This rule does nol apply to outdoor rinks. 


Rule 11. Signal and Timing Devices 

(a) Each rink must be provided with a gong or other suitable sound 
device for the use of timekeepers. 

(b) Each rink must be provided with some form of electrical clock 
in order that spectators, players and game officials will be 
accurately niformed as to the time element at all stages of the 
game. 

(c) Behind each goal electric lights shall be set up for the use of 
the Goal Judges. A red light will signify the scoring of a goal. 
Where automatic lights are available, a green light will signify 
the end of a period or a game. 

(Nore) A goal cannot be scored when a green light is showing. 
This rule does not apply to outdoor rinks. 


Rule 12. Dressing Rooms and Rink Lighting 

(a) Each rink shall provide a suitable dressing room, equipped with 
Sanitary toilet and shower, for the use of the visiting team.

Should a goalkeeper incur a Match Misconduct penalty, his 
place will then be taken by a member of his own team who has 
participated in the game (but not by a goalkeeper who might 
be dressed and in the line-up); such player will be allowed the 
goalkeeper's equipment and fifteen minutes in which to don 
the equipment. 

When a goalkeeper leaves the immediate vicinity of his goal 
crease for the purpose of taking part in an altercation he shall 
be subject to a Minor penalty. 


Delayed Penalties 

If a third player of any team shall be penalized while two 
players of the same team are serving penalties, the penalty time 
of the third player shall not commence until the penalty time 
of one of the two players already penalized shall have elapsed.

LOOKING BACK SOME TWENTY-FIVE YEARS AGO 
AROUND THE TOWN OF WESTLOCK 


It was immediately after the first world war that many of the 
old vets got busy and had their first skating and hockey rink com- 
pleted in Westlock. Although strictly a farming community, they 
were particularly keen hockey enthusiasts and during the season 
1921-22, the first team was organized. Playing successfully through- 
out the district for many years, they still have the reputation of 
being really tough in the Intermediate “B” Playdowns. Last season 
they were eliminated by Barrhead in a hard fought series; Barr- 
head eventually went on to win the Alberta Intermediate “B” 
Championship. The rivalry between these two country teams is 
keen, and Westlock is looking forward for a big 1948-49 season.

Company promoters looked on and just could not make up their 
minds, then Nottingham took shape and was built, soon other pro- 
jects, in other big industrial towns began to move, then bang! War 
—all finished. ; 
Now what of Scotland? Well, the land of the heather, the kilt, 
and the home of the other great ice sport "Curling" had not been 
idle. Crossmyloof, Glasgow, had been digging away with Juniors, 
some had been to Canada, others Switzerland. At one time they 
operated five or six teams at the one rink—Kelvingrove, the Mo- 
hawks, the Mustangs, and Bridge of Weir, etc., then the Curlers 
of Perth got together and built themselves an ice rink to curl on. 
The seasons had changed, curlers could not get playing their game 
out-side, very little continuous frost, and many of these curlers had 
curlers at Crossmyloof and Edinburgh Rink and they liked playing 
indoors, so with a fair size pad on hand, Adam Alexander, manage?

was told that the young Canadian sailors were so keen on the game 
that a team played here one night that had been through a raging 
convoy battle in the Atlantic 48 hours previously and their ship 
had been badly damaged and casualties heavy. At the finish of the 
war I left Falkirk and took over the reins at Paisley; my first step 
was to get the game going again. With the aid of the **Niobe" boys, 
Canadian Army teams and as many of the old Scottish players of 
1988-40 period, I was able to keep things going. In 1947 the rink 
got down to the business of starting where we left off in 1940; since 
then we have had two successful seasons, not both financial suc- 
cesses in the sense of the word, but successful as far as the game 
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goes. The petrol restriction kept away our country visitors, all 
sports have suffered through this, taxes are heavy, equipment costly, 
but the main thing is to keep our faces clean and keep the sport on 
the move and in front of the public eye until better days. 

Now a little about the teams—all managements are happy in 
the evenness of the various team’s strength. Not one team contin- 
ued to carry the ‘Wooden Spoon" all the season; first they were 
up, then down. The two teams that pulled off the plums of the 
season were the Paisley “Pirates” and the Dundee “Tigers,” al- 
though both these teams had periods of bad play.

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THE GANGUISH TROPHY 
Emblematic of the W.C.S.A.H. League Championship 


The donor of the Western Canada Senior Amateur Hockey 
League Cup is Joseph T. (Joe) Ganguish. The cup is known as the 
Joe Ganguish Cup and was first put up for the winner of the 
Western Canada Senior Amateur Hockey League for the 1946-47 
champion. 

Mr. Ganguish is a Saskatoon sportsman, contractor and farmer 
who came west from Arnprior, Ontario, and entered the Saskatoon 
hockey picture in 1923-24 when he became associated with Ben 
Hoeschen and the late Alex Hosie in operating the Saskatoon Sheiks 
in the Western Canada pro league. Mr. Ganguish and his partners 
joined wtih the other western teams in selling their clubs to the 
N.H.L. in 1926. In 1927 he again returned to the pro hockey field 
in partnership with Alex Hosie, when the Prairie pro circuit was 
revived. The following two winters he spent at Oakland, California, 
where he won two California League championships. He stayed out 
of hockey then until the 1932-33 season when he took over the 
management of the Wesley Juniors, which team won the Saskatche- 
wan championship and eliminated Alberta and British Columbia 
before losing to Winnipeg Monarchs in the Western finals. | 

The following years Mr. Ganguish returned to pro hockey in 
the revived Prairie League, but remained only one season. 

In recent years his efforts have been directed to his farm a 
few miles northwest of Saskatoon. At one time he was part owner 
of the old Saskatoon Arena, and was noted in hockey circles for his 
generous and fair treatment of his players, and loves to reminisce 
of the days when Bill Cook, Newsy Lalonde, George Hainsworth, 
Phil Stevens and others were among his players.
